In various parts of China thcro is a belief 


that tho souls of very atrocious criminals 
who have either been executed or died in 
prison nro sent back from Hades by Yonlo, 
tho judge there, to undergo a further term of 
imprisonment, ono death not being enough 
to expiate their crimes. When tho second 
term of imprisonment is judged to have ex- 
pired tho district magistrate beseeches tho 
tutelary deity of the city to accompany him 
to the prison in order to acquaint the ghost 
of his release. The order is supposed to reach 
;he imprisoned by burning it, a ceremony 
which is solemnly carried out in tho jail. On 
Aug. 19 last the district magistrate of tha 
city of Soochow had placards posted up in- 
riting subscriptions of imitation money for 
.he ghosts then in the city jaiL This was all 
duly burned and thus converted into cur- 
rency, which would be useful to tho ghosts 
on tho long journey before thcnx-London 
Times. 


A Maker'* Profit*. 


The American Analyst thus sums a baker'* 


profits, or what a barrel of flour is worth 
when mode into bread. A baker will toss a 
barrel of flour into a trough. Then ho tosses 
104 pounds of water on top. A quantity of 
yeast is added, and the baker has 300 pounds 
of dough to operate on. The 300 pounds cost 
him IS. In short order the dough is turned 
into "twists," high loaves, pan loaves and 
other styles of the same quality. The oven'9 
heat reduces the 300 pounds of dough to SflO 
pounds of bread. Tbo baker sells his bread 
at the rate of 4 cents a pound, or at an ad- 
vance of over 30 per cent over what it cost 
bim. There are 1,400 bakers, great or small, 
iu New York city, and to them is committed 
tbo trust of supplying; bread for 1.300.000 
persons. Tnere are many balcerffffi that city 
who make 1,300 loaves of bread par day and 
Bell it for from $80 to (ISO, or a net profit of 
$40. Little money is lost in tbo business, 
and most bakers do a cash trade.

A CHIN BSE DETECTIVE: STORY 


A lilt of Delectlva Work Which Would 


llo Credit to Inspector Hyrne*—Tlio De- 
tail! of a Mynterloui Crime Which Wer 
rnrarnltnl liy tho Smart Detective. 


Ono of tlio most familiar figures In Mot 


st. ,-ct, the abiding place of tbe Chlnefto pop 
illation of Now York, Is Foo, tho Chinese do 
tovtlve. He IB known to bo an Indefatigabl 
worker in ferreting out crimes, nnd liisroc 
onl if a remarkable one. Tlio story of th 
It'imo murder case, lu which Detective Foe 
Li ought tbo murderer to justice after th 
.American dotcctlvos had fulled, has novo 
been given to tbe public In detail Ixiioro. 


On Monday, July 0, 1885, tho little city o 


I!-.mo, N. Y., was thrown into a fever of ox 
citement by the discovery that a murder o 
tlie most brutal kind hod been conimittc 
UIITO. On the preceding Wednesday Won 
Biug Leo, a very |K>pular and succoselu 
Chinese Innndryman had In tho mornin 
clmttod v ith a number of friends and cus- 
tomers. Late In the afternoon his luundrj 
a pretty littlo cottage standing just off th 
m i in avenue ot tho city, wax closed, and 
notice on tho wall in English read: 


Goati to New York.— SINO IJEE. 


As tho washerman was in tho habit of vis- 


iting tlie metropolis every month to bu 
Oi lental delicacies and to visit friends, notU 
In); was thought of the occurronce. O 
fci.nday his neighbors begun to grow BUS] 
emus that something was wrong; on Moi 
dny the action of some dogs around tl 
pi emisoa and « strange odor confirmed these 
suspicions aud induced the citizens to make 
forcible entry Into the liousa. They brok 
KvTBrytftiffg"'/b(teio! RBcl tee°n Imrsl'ttpar 
and its contents t irown over tho floor; over 
bundle had boon turned inside out. and a 
thu pillows, cushions and mattresses cu 
open and thoroughly ransacked. 
On th 


Rule of tho bod lay the body of the luckless 
Iniindryman. A blow with n sharp kmfo hn 
lulled him, as tho body lay naturally; tlier 
V.ITO no indications any where of a struggle 
Tlio assassin, whoever he might bo, had bcei 
(h lerintucd to murder his man, as a dozen 
otlior f.tab wounds, each as wide and dee 
as thu first, disfigured tho surfuco of th 
body. Neither money nor any jewelry coul< 
IHI found with tho most diligent search 
di illustrating that robbery had been addet 
to tho butchery. 


BPF.EADI.IO TUB NEWS. 


Tlie police were Immediately notified OIIL 


tin' news telegraphed to tbe Chinese author! 
tun In New York city. The former detailed 
tun of their boat members to work up tho 
case, while tho latter with equal promptness 
cent its famous Detective Poo, with instruc 
tions to spare no expense or trouble in hunt- 
Ing down the murderer or murderers. Tho 
Chinese Vidocq arrived m Home forty-oighl 
hours after his Caucasian rivals had set to 
work. They pooh poohcd tho idea that he 
c nld bo of any usa to them, and proeeodec 
in I hoir labors as if ho wore a noiieuity. Ho, 
however, set to work upon his own account. 
Ts o police, aided by tho reporters, made 
tl'i> following discoveries: On Tuesday, Juno 
SO, a foreigner dressod in new and handsome 
clothes, had stopped at Ogdensburg, and on 
thi> evening of tho same day a similar, If not 
the samo person, bad boon seen In Sinjt Lee's 
cottage talking with the latter la a strange 
dialect; on tho next evening ho was seen 
at tlio Home dcjx>t; the conductor on the 
evening northern express «ald that about 
tliul dato a person answering tho descriptor. 
gi\ ,'ii wiw a through passenger on his train 
to Montreal; in tho laundry n etrango shirt 
wn4 founj stained witli blood, and a shirt of 
a piculiar pattern belonging to a customer 
was missing. Sing Lee on Juno SO had 
»hoivn, accidentally, a largo roll of new bank 
notes which be had obtained the day boforo 
at tlio local bank. 


TIIK DETECTIVES AT WOBK. 


.Armed with those clews, the American de- 


tectives worked rapidly, and a week after- 
wards arrested a Chinaman in Burlington, 
la., for the murder. He was partly identified 
at that place bywitnessc* brought on from 
Rome, bat when he disclosed his defense he 
proved so perfect an alibi by prominent oitl- 
len» of Burlington that the magistrate hon- 
orably discharged him from arrest. 
The 


crestfallen officers returned to their own 
state, and the awful crime seemed to bo one 
of those mysteries which would never be 
cleared and ii* ;>arpotrator punished. 


Iji tho meantime Detective Foo had left no 


•tone unturned. Dissatisfied with tho police 
work done, he made a second nnd far more 
aearuhiog investigation. He found two boys 
who bad seen a stranger iron a shirt in the 
laundry on Tuesday evening, and induced a 
surgeon to re-examine tho wounds on tbe 
corpse. Tho doctor pronounced them to have 
been inOicted by a left handed man. Foo 
Jotted down in his note book about this time 
tbe fallowing: 


Tlio assassin to a Chinese laundryman, who 


speaks, reads and writes English; who has dressed 
tn European clothes a long time aud who is left 
banded. He killed Lee. not for robbery, but to 
put him out of the way and to get somo docu- 
ment* He committed I he robbery partly for the 
sake of tho money, but chiefly to throw the officers 
ttt tlie track. He Is therefore Intelligent To 
strike tho blows required strength, great coolness 
and knowledge of tho body. He is probably a pro- 
fessional assassin. , 


At tbe headquarters he scrutinized the 


opium outfit and found traces of blood on tho 
needle, tray, pipe and box. Tho murderer, 
therefore, was a confirmed morphine flend. 


Tbe detective then wrote a circular letter 


to all the Chinese friends and relatives of the 
murdered man. asking if they knew of any 
quarrel, affray, law suit, business trouble or 
lovo affair in which tho latter had been in- 
volved. Within three days he had secured 
the most important clew in tho cose. Lee 
bad teen and was to be the chief witness in a 
bitter litigation in Montreal between two 
Chinese merchants. Not only was his testi- 
mony of the greatest weight, but ho had in 
his i>oss«i8k.ii letters and documents which 
threatened to strip ono of tho litigants of his 
fortune and to place him behind tbe gratings 
of the state prison. From Montreal, there- 
fore, the blow had been struck, and from 
Montreal, In all probability, tho murderer 
bad come to commit his crime. 


QUESTIONING RAILROAD lots. 


Foo thereupon questioned every conductor 


and brakemau who had been on duty on the 
trains between Home and Montreal. One 
conductor remembered that a man who might 
have been a Chinaman or Japanese was a 
southward passenger in the morning, but 
bad alighted at a way station. Two brule- 
meo of another train recalled that a man of 
•Jmiliir appearance had boarded their train 
*"'£"'"*«"•"«•"•"•«» U"acuine, meytnongnt, 
to Borne. Tbe detective took the next train 
north ward aud alighted at the station named 
by the conductor and brakemcn. The village 
was some distance away and there was no 
one around but the statioumustcr. He re- 
called no Chinaman who had got off tb* 


when t he Ktory of the murder in all ii* »& 
tails bad lieoti told to him his wrath and 
horror know no bounds. 


His tongue now loosened and be became a 


valuable witness. A Chinaman speaking tho 
Quantiing language with a strong Foo-Chow 
accent bad called on the day in question 
ostensibly to talk business. He had said that 
ho came from Montreal where he was a clerk 
and the cousin of n rich merchant there 
named Hong, (the very litigant against whom 
Leo's testimony would have been ruinous), 
that ho was on his way south, but hoped to 
return withing a month. Then the laundry- 
man ('.ascribed the stranger so thoroughly 
that any hearer could have identified bun 
among a thousand men. 


Fuo thanked IIH informant and proceeded 


directly to Montreal. Here, among tho rail- 
road employes, be found a baggage man who 
had sc'<n a Chinaman, dressed in European 
clotbet , leave on a very early train Tuesday 
morning, for tho south, and return on tho 
following Thursday or Friday. His descrip- 
tion ttllieil exactly with the flvo or six al- 
ready secured. The next step was to inter- 
view tho merchant who was at law witu 
Hong. He was naturally deeply interested, 
and the moment the detective presented lux 
credentials from the celestial authorities in 
New York, sent out for all bis intimate 
friend;.. In the meantime he served a superb 
dinnei to his visitor and plied him with 
quostii/ns unceasingly. 
When the guests bad 


all arrived, Foo stuted tho facts brieQy, and 
asked which of lioug's friends and relatives 
wore European clothes. Five were immedi- 
ately i u):ied ninid great excitement, but none. 
corresjiouded to the descriptions given in 
New York state unil none had left Montreal 
a single day at tho time of the murder. 


A KNOT TO UNRAVEL. 


Hen- was n dilemma. Tho clow seemed to 


have led nowhere. Tho detective was puzzled 
a rnoi.ient, and then road tlie personal do- 
scripti >u furnished him by tbo laundrynian 
in the railroad village. As ho begau, bis 
auditors glanced at one another, and long 
before ho had flriishcd, all exclaimed, "Pong 
Ah Vu." Ho gavo « sigh of relief; he had 
discovered win. tho murderer was. Hut where 
was thu assassin to bo found! Foo now ro- 
solvod to take the bull by tho boras. Ho 
issued u circular to every Chinaman in Mon- 
treal and the vicinity, reciting tho details 
and inTering a reward Cor tbo capture of the 
murderer. He then sworo out a warrant, 
and w,th a policeman went straight to Hong's 
place of businojs. Hero they stoutly denied 
all knowledge of Fong Ah Yu's whereabouts, 
and protested that be had left for New 
York the wwk before. Something, how- 
ever, made the detective insist upon a 
thorough search. This was dono and re- 
sulted in discovering tho criminal con- 
cealed in n blind room In the cellar of tho 
establishment. 
Tho capture was immedi- 


ately telegraphed to New York and tho Chi- 
nese U^ution nt Washington. Within forty- 
ei^ht hours the indefatigable Foo hud secured 
tlio cl jtbes worn by his prisoner aud the 
stolen shirt, and hud discovered tbo trades- 
men w ho bud bold tho kmfo with which tho 
homicide was committed and tho shirt which 
was found in IAM'S cottage. Four days after

penalty. Uetoctivo Foo received $3,000 re- 
ward tram tlie Chinese authorities.

Morrikuii, Ills., anil otio Saturday night re- 
cently tho owner of a grain elevator at tliat 
plauo u-ont to Snydor and asked tho privilege 
of plni ing ja,tt» in gold in Ills sate until the 
next Holiday miming. Tlio jowolor readily 
Rranteii tlio giuin man's request, nnd, after 
counting llio money, placed it in liis safe. 
Sunday the safe was broken oimnandtho 
gold and somo 1500 worth of watches wore 
carried off. The grain man, alter several 
dayt1 siiorch for the burglars, became some- 
what suspicious of tho jeweler, and obtained 
the sei vices of a detective to work on tho 
case. Air. Snyder was soon trapped with the 
money in his possession, the entire amount 
being recovered, Imt iioone has ever learned 
what bocamo of Hie $500 worth of watches 
which lie stole from himself.

There is no Pooh Bah with his dozen 
different of'icos to clog my footsteps, and I 
can give you somo pictures of Yum Yum at 
home. Sho is 01 pretty hero as she ever ap- 
peared on tlio American stage. I liko her 
rich, cream colored complexion. 
I have 


fallen in lovo with her jet black eyes, 
which, though they shino through lids not 
half as u ido apart as those of Mrs. Langtry or 
of Mra. Joined Brown Potter, are quite as 
full of soul and quite as bcauiful. I like the 
flowing drapery of her costume, nnd I have 
become accustomed to tho absence of tho cor- 
eet and to the decollete display of the bust 
I admiro hor modost taste in colors, and the 
soft grays and blues of her dress seem to har- 
monize with her surroundings. The pointon 
her lower lip I can even approve of, and the 
structure of her oily, jet black hair fills my 
soul with wonder. 


CONTIIACTINQ MABIUAGE. 


Tho marriage and courting customs aro 


entirely different from ours. Yum Yam can 
furnish no garden gate for her lovers to haug 
over, and she never knows tho pleasure of 
moonlight drives.

Almost 
as soon as the baby is born it is tied to the 
back of tho children noxt in ago, and tho mo- 
ment a mother begins to expect tbe advent 
of 
a second baby sho trains her littlo 


daughter in preparation for it 
At first 


a 
light 
doll is placed on tho baby's 


back, then a heavier ouo is substituted, and 
thus tho weight is increased until it ap- 
proaches that of a baby. I saw last week a 
li-yoar-old child carrying a. dog strapped to 
its back in this way, and as tho baby stag- 
gered along with it it met a child of the 
same ago who had a baby tied on its back, 
and tbe two sat down oil their littlo heels and 
played together in tho mud. Tbo babies did 
not seem to mind it in tho least, and the in- 
fant Yum Yums here cry less than do our 
little American babies. 


As an infant, Yum Yum dresses liko her 


ujjuii wuuues iuau uo'uieu- amorican sisters. 
Spring bonnets they never get, for all 
womanhood here goes bore headed. Skirts 
they do no use, and tho long stockings and 
the high heeled shoo never clasp their toes 
and calves. The Japanese girl wears no 
gloves and sho never loses her shoo buttoner 
Her shapely littlo feet clatter over tho 
streets 
in 
wooden sandals 
two inches 


high, 
and 
she 
holds 
theso 
on 
by 


a wluto cord which, tied to tho wood between 
her first two toes, crosses tho foot and is fas- 
tened to tho sandal at tho heel. In placo of 
stockings she has foot mittens, and theso have 
a "finger" for hor great toe, and they do not 
come higher than her anklo on the leg. Above 
this cotnes her dress, and if tho weather be 
wet sho will think nothing of palling it up to 
her knees and wa,bblmg along with her bare 
calves showing at the back. 


This dress, however, is a curiosity. It has 


no pins nor hooks and eyes to keep it together, 
and as for buttons, they aro a foreign inven- 
tion. It consists of a long robo made of silk 
crepo or cotton, and this is open at the front 
liko a long jacket. When worn, ono sido of 
it folds over th«,other at the front, and it is 
hold in placo by a wide belt or obi. This belt 
is the finest part of Yum Yum's toilet, and it 
forms her girdle and bustle all in ono. It is 
four yards long, and its material is as rich as 
her circumstances will warrant. Sometimes 
it is made of magnificent stiff fabrics and 
loaded with embroidery. It is tied hi a biz 
butterfly bow at tho back, and, though not a 
pin is used, it keeps its place and holds tho 
dress perfectly.

Sho runs rather to tho pullbaek and the 
looso folds of the unstarched stuffs which 
wrap themselves about tho form, showing its 
every outline. They impede the walking of 
tho ladies, and tho result is that tho Japanese 
girl totters along in a half pigeon toed fash- 
ion, and whon sho tries to run she goes off in 
a gait like a cow. The dress in summer is 
open at the neck, and Ynm Yum does not 
know what a breastpin is. My wife made a 
girl in tho country, -who had done her a 
favor, a present of ono and pinned it at her 
ueck. The girl was delighted with tho pres- 
ent, but she at onco removed it from her 
neck nnd fastened it to her girdlo in the 
region of tho bustle. The Japanese girls 
never wear earrings, and their only orna- 
ments aro on this belt. The belt is the cost- 
liest port of the dress, and I have seen some 
which, I am told, cost as high as $100 and 
upward. Tho cheaper ones go as low as a 
few dollars, and some can bo bought which 
aro made of cotton or bright colors, and 
which cost only a few cents. 


The dress for winter is much tho same, 


cave that tho stuffs are wadded and that 
moro underclothes of tho came shapo arc 
used. Tho sleeves probably pinch tho arms 
a littlo tighter than in tho summer, and still 
they have tho same bag liko appearance.

She uses her eyes, too, but never winks. Tho 
same meaning is convoyed by tho rolling of 
tho eyeballs or the twitching of the left 
corner of tho mouth.

She con turn up 
her nose, however, with quite as much scora 
as can a New York belle, and she can curl 
her little red upper lip to tho same purpose. 
Sho is above all things friendly and good 
notured, and she will giggla and laugh at tho 
least provocation.

Japanese young women—have very good 
forms.

the average American woman, but they aro 
plumper, aud their non-use of stays or corsets 
seems to have produced a better bust develop- 
ment. They lean slightly to the front as 
they walk, and in old ago they become round 
shouldered. 1 believe that the women age 
quicker here than with us.

Coloration of Flame by Elements. 


Herr Cracau points out in Der Fharmaceu

Fo 
instance, potassium and sodium resemble on 
another in chemical properties, and th 
former imparts to flame a violet and the lat- 
ter a yellow color, the two colors being com 
plementary. Barium and strontium also re- 
semble each other chemically, and the one 
colors flame green and the other red, and a 
similar remark applies to zinc and cadmium 
Herr Cracau also thinks it suggestive tha 
the colorations produced by potassium am 
calcium, both of which lio under suspicion 
as to their true elementary character, are o 
a compound character, the one being violet, 
a combination of blue and red, and the otbei 
orange, a combination of red and vellow.
